At 10 aem. on the 12th of January 1939 Sergte. Major 
Shida of the Japenese Gendarmerie, handed the three arrest- 
ed persons back to the custody of the S.M.Police. 

Although no evidence has been produced by the Japanese 
Gendarmerie to warrant further detention of the 3rd arrested, 
Poh Chia Ling, Sergt. Major Shida requested that he (Loh 
Chi Ling) be detained pending production of evidence against 


him; whilst the lst arrested, Chu Siau Mei and the 2née

Since forwarding the previous report, none of 
the members of the Japanese GendarmBrie came to Cele to continue 
interrogation of the arrested three Chinese persons, and no 
further information his been received regarding the result of 
enquiries conducted by tne Japanese Military Police at Sungkiang. 

However, D.S-eI. Umemoto informed D.I. Glover that 
the Japznese Military Police made a request to the effect that 
the three arrested persons be handed over to them for the 
purpose of interrogation. 

In accordance with the instructions received 
from D.C.(CRIMB) by D.I. Glover, the arrested two male ami one 
female Chinese could be handed over for the period of 3 days 
(72 hours) on the morning of January 7, 1939, but the Japanese 
Military Police failed to claim the prisoners. D.S.I. Umemoto 
informed the uni2rsigned that the date for handing over of the 

} prisoners was set on the 8th.January, 1939, at 10 a.m. 
MAS However, the Japanese Military Police hzve «lso 

. failed to take the custody of the prisoners on the latter date, 
and instead, J.D.C. Mztsushima of the S.P.0O. reported to the 
undersigned that the Japanese Military Folice would take over 
the prisoners on the next day, i.e. 9.1.39 ame

He was taken into custody at 11.15 a.m. 31.12.38 
in House 107 Lane 460 avenue Road. 
At 9.30 a.m. on the 31.12.38 Sergt. Se Suzuki and 
two other members of the Japanese Military Police Came again 
to C.B.-Headquarcers, Cel. and requested the assistance of the 
SeMePolice to arrest the alleged gang of counterfeiters of 
the Japanese Military notes. 
The necessary assistance was rendered by D.S.I. 
Soong Ping Tsung, C.D.S. 263, C.D.C. 2 and the undersigned 
arid J.-D.C. Mitsushima of S-P,Office and arrested the above 


described persons at the mentioned time ana addresses. 


The premises occupied by these persons and their 
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personal effects were searched, but nothing of an incriminating 


Neture was found. However, Sete S. Suzuki requested that the 
arrested persons be taken to Headquarters Crime Branch for the 


purpose of investigations. 


Accordingly, the arrested to male and one fema le 
Chinese were conveyed to Cel Office and as the result of 
questioning, the follow ing facts were learned : <- 

The first arrested person, Chu Sieu Mei, stated that 
formerly he was employed a- a secretary at the Tax Burenu of the 
City Government of Sungkiang under the auspices of the Reformed 
Government of Nanking. 

The third arrested, Loh Chia Ling, was also employed 
at the Tax Bureau of the Sunxiang City Government, working under 
the firet arrested man, as a clerk at the Finance Department. 

Qn the lst. cf August, 1938, nfter 4ispensing with his 
services with the Tax “ureau & the Sungkiang City Government, 
the first arrested man proceeded to Soochow with a view to 
securing a position as the head of the Tax Bureau of the City 
Govertment of Soochow. - However, he did not i ee the 
conditions of the intended position and ie ft Soochow for Shanghai 
where he arrived on the 13th. of December, 1938. 

He emphatically denied having brought to Shanghai any 
counterfeit or genuine military notes. 

According to the Srd.ar ested man, Loh Chia Ling, he 


arrived at Shanghai on the is t. of November, 1938, to spend his 


two weeks! sick leave, 


of Sungkiang. Likewise, he denied 
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other money then the local curreney on his arrival at Shenghai. 

In view of the foct that the Japnnese ™{litory Police 
received an information that the arrested persons hed trensported 
from Sungkirng to Shanghai oa large sum of counterfeit Japanese 
Milita:ry notes, Sgt. S. Suzuki requested that the arrested persons 
be detnined at Heed-uarters Crime Branch pending the verification 
of the above allegation from Sungkiange 

There being no evidence, at present, to vrefer any 
charge against the arrested persons, the two male Chinese ares, 
therefore, being detained at the Central Station cells, while 


the female Chinese is being detained at Gei Office, pending the 


result of enquiries at Sungkiang.
